Tbe 1912 Apple Crop. 


The Fruit Growers" Association, of 


Adams County held their 101st regular 
meeting on, last Saturday evening in 
Fruit Growers' Hall, Bendersville. The 
meeting was entirely devoted to a con- 
sideration of the apple crop of this 
vear. Reports were on hand verbally 
and by letter from every portion of 
tbe fruit growing section of the coun- 
ty. Some reports contained estimates 
as low as 33 ner cent, of last year',s 
ci op while others by reason of new or- 
chards coming into bearing were 150 
per cent higher than last year. Aver- 
aging the reports with the crop from 
new "orchards, Adams county may look 
tor not less taan 50 per cent, of the 
crop of 1911. Those best acquainted 
with the apple say that it is very dif- 
ficult to estimate the crop at this time 
of the year and that experience has 
shown that the crop will be underesti- 
mated and mat rhe total will run 
ahead of estimates. Last year's crop 
was worth nearly a third of a million 
dollars. Other parts of the country 
are reporting a less crop and it is pos- 
sible that when the- harvest comes 
whatever the crop may be will be 
worth almost as much as last year. 


Complaint Against Hackmen.

A Way to Restore the Dead.

efeller institute for medical research, 
in the course of recent exoerlments to 
discover a successful method of arti- 
ficial respiration, says the New York 
Times, restored to life two anin<aJs 
which he had caused to be put to 
death and which weie dead in the 
common accentance of the term.

can Medical Association. Briefly, the 
method consists ot the introduction of 
a catheter into the pharynx, pulling 
out the tongue, forcing the back part 
of the tongue against the roof of the 
mouth by pressure applied far back 
under the chin, putting a weight on 
the abdomen to keep air from being 
foiced into the stomach, connecting 
the catheter wjth a bellows and pump- 
ing air Into the lungs.' With very 
little instretion the lajman can learn 
those methods as readily as the physi- 
cian. 


Dr Meltzer gives, this explanation of 


his reason for beginning' the experi- 
ments which already have given such 
promising results: ''Serving on the 
commission of resuscitation from, elec- 
tric shock, appointed oy the Ameri- 
can Medical asociauon I became in- 
terested in this problem and began to 
study Its solution experimentally. 
I 


now have reason to believe that T 
have alieady attained very promising 
results. Without discussing the ques- 
tion whether the method which I have 
developed should and'would oe recom- 
mended by the commission as the one 
which promises tbe best results, it 
seemed to me advisable to present it 
early to the medical profession 
The 


method was studied and found effi- 
cient on four species of. animals. But 
its real usefulness "will be established 
only after a standing test in its ap- 
plication on human beings, and the 
final judgment will have to come from, 
the physician and not from the experi- 
menter In the laboratory." 


The commission referred to by Dr. 


Meltzer was appointed to find a better 
means of saving life in factories and 
other industrial plants when aiuficial 
respiration was the required proced- 
ure. The majority of Dr. Meltzer's 
experiments T* ere carried on with ani- 
mals in which respiration had been 
paraljzed by means of a poison named 
cui are.
